A MIRACLE 


The Alta Miners Found Alive. 


The Alta affair continues to be the

Of course the 
men were greatly exhausted.

The 
"blower" was expected to be in condi- 
tion to clear the drift of the .foul air by 
right or nine o'clock, at which time it 
was firmly believed the men would be 
brought to the surface. 


At 11 o'clock last night we received 


word that they had found the bodies of 
the two men who went into the drift 
yesterday morning and hud got the 
sevsn imprisoned miners out, but could 
jsot take tkem to the burfnce for a few 
hours, being afraid the fresh air would 
kill them. They were being taken up 
the shaft gradually, and would prob- 
ably be out in two or throe hours.

abandonment of dilatory proceedings in 
the Maokay vs. O'Connor contested- 
election case, is a remarkable produc- 
tion. The statement embodied in it 
that the decision of the Speaker is un- 
justifiable, arbitrary and revolutionary, 
is rich. Stripped of all disguise, it is a 
snarl at the principle that the majority 
shall rule. If it is revolutionary to so 
order things that hereafter the minority 
in the House of Representatives cannot 
obstruct legislation, the people will ap- 
plaud the revolution. 
Both 
parties 


have tried 
obstruction 
tactics, but 


neither has derived much credit from 
the practice. As a rule, the obstruction 
dodge is never resorted to except in po- 
litical matters. In such cases the con- 
science of the majority is likely to be as 
tender as that of the minority. 
If ob- 


structions had ever been placed in the 
way of the passage of a thieving bill the 
practice might be looked on with some 
toleration. But, unfortunately, there 
is generally a quorum on hand to put 
through measures of that kind. At 
least, no one ever heard of a caucus of 
the honest minority determining to 
break a quorum in order to defeat such 
a bill. By all means, let the rules be 
amended so that the majority may rule.
